3- During the discussion of action in West Germany, the point was made that strikes, 
deminsatrations, ete., will now be more difficult than ever , Since the American 
Porees in West Germany are prepared for an emergency alarm under the clause in 25X1 
the agreement giving the Allies full powers in the event of a threat to public 
séturity through widemocratic uprisings. 
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are being concentrated on May Day, under such slogans as "Against the contractual 
agreement -- we must stick together” and "We want Germany without ‘Amis’. 
Demonstrations for German unity are to take place along the zonal border on 

May Day; large numbers of the "People’s Police” will be stationed along the 
boundary. 
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
